-New Look". 

It was around 1878 that the ques- 
tion of women students entering 
McGill first came up. Women stu- 
dents at the university? Prepos-' 

terous idea! Why, the men would Flltlire jPIdllS 
be so distracted that they could not 
concentrate on their courses, and so 
would be ill prepared to run this 
world. 

The male powers-thal-wcre a 
the little university under the 
shadow of Mount Royal tugged at 
their chin whiskers, snorted a de- 
risive refusal, and sent the aspiring 
young women back to their knit- 
ting. 

Authorities I'nhend 

Came 1883, and the girls tried 
• gain. By this time the university 
authorities had unbent so far as to 
permit some of their professors to 
lecture to member? of the Ladies 
Educational Association. This, mind 
you, always took place in the home 
of one of the matrons— not in a 
campus classroom. It's debatable 
whether the main reason for the 
arrangement was because the wo- 
men would corrupt the campus, or 
because they would probably serve 
refreshments to visitors in their 
homes. Anyway, the girls met with 
another thumbs-down reply. 

Now the hero of the laïc appears. 

Sir Donald Smith (Lord Strath- 
rona), armed with $50.000 worth 
nf persuasive power, presented 
himself to the Board of Governors 
and the Senate of Old McGill and 
asked that the money be spent on 
providing facilities for the teach- 
ing of women. He stipulated that 
the young ladies be kept separate 
from the gentlemen students, and 
that they be strictly chaperoned to 
and from classes. The authorities 
assented, and McGill gave birth to 
its first co-eds. Seven of them. 

That was in the summer of 1884. 
Now, two thousand women are reg- 
istered at McGill. and the ques- 
tion is not whether or no they 
shall be admitted, but through what 
door in the Arts Building. 

Life Not Easy 

Life for the "Donaldas" — as the 
newcomers were called, in honor 
of their benefactor — was not 
easy. They did not have time to 
organize fashion shows, do Red 
Winging, or spend week-ends with 
the M.O.C.; they had to keep grind- 
ing at the books, or their college 
earccrs would have been sternly 
cut short. As a result there were 
three or four gold medals awarded 
to the girls each year, much to the 
chagrin of the gentlemen. 

Many of the "Donaldas" rose to 
prominence in Canadian affairs. 
Among such women are Dr. Ritchie 
England, prominent Montreal phy- 
sician; Dr. Maude Abbot, famous 
woman doctor: Dr. A. V. Douglas. 
Dean of Women at Queen's Univer- 
sity; Margaret Pickle, Dean of 
Graduate Students at Columbia; and 
Elizabeth Monk, Montreal lawyer. 

Royal VlrtorU Collette 

Again in 1899 Sir Donald Smith 
proved himself the knight in jing- 
ling money-armour: he provided the 
wherewithal for the establishment 
of Royal Victoria College. This was. 
partly, to make sure that men and 
women would not pursue their 
studies together. Or perhaps it was 
to mske sure that the men would 
not pursue the women. In any case. 
It ^vas found that the wear and tear 
on professors who had to commute 
between classrooms in R.V.C. and 
those higher up the hill was too 
much, so the women found them- 
selves taking classes in the Arts 
Building. 

And thus began the search for 
ssortcut bestween R.V.C. and the 
other University buildings. Today, 
students still trek madly up and 
down the hill, but if the McGill 
Fund reaches its objective, perhaps 
the classrooms will be larcer and 
classes in the same course will not 
have to he scattered from Sher- 
brooke Street to Pine Avenue. |

John Oliver, president of the Mc- 
Gill Debating Society, then em- 
phasized the importance of the 
inter-class and faculty debates as 
a training ground from which stu- 
dents could proceed to debating on 
an intercollegiate level against other 
Canadian and U.S. universities. '

The Horse and Buggy Days of Lectures 

The Silhouette-McMasrer University 



Wlion tht; Brooklyn Bridge became obsolete, 
it was rebuilt; wlien the need for faster anil sur- 
er transportation arose, the automobile devel- 
oped swiftly to replace the horse and buggy; and 
still at McMnstcr, and at universities elsewhere, 
students plod under a system of lecturing far 
more antiquated than either of these. 

Such a system arose in the early days of the 
university, when the manuscripts or even the 
first printed books were far too valuable for 
student use, and the lecturer was the only avail- 
able medium for the transmission of knowledge. 
Under such conditions, the present method of 
lecturing was' not only essential but valuable, 
since through the small lecture and discussion 
groups, the teacher was able to understand the 
requirements and check the progress of. his stu- 
dents. 

Today, modem methods of printing and pub- 
lishing have produced a flood of authoritative 
text-books quickly and cheaply, where essential 



relationships and facts arc discussed in as much 
detail as anyone could wish. Yet the lectures 
continue, dictating, time after lime, notes that 
imply total disbelief in the ability of students 
at university level to get the pertinent facts 
out of the books. Swelling classes, of which the 
one at the U. of T. that must be addressed 
through a public address system is a familiar 
albeit extreme example, have cut the personal 
contact between the lecturer and the student to 
a minimum. 

In consequence, the lecturer has no longer any 
sure means of checking the progress of the stud- 
ent, while the students lose any sense of per- 
sonal responsibility towards the lecturer or their 
work, with the result thnt most of them do most 
of their thinking at the examination. 

Bridges are rebuilt, automobiles redesigned 
—why has there been no redesigning of the sys- 
tem that turns out the men who do the work?

UNDER HERE 



Two recent reports by experts seem worthy 
of consideration by the local experts — both those 
on the faculty, whose claim to expertness has 
been sanctified by a string of letters added to 
their names, and the undergraduate, or would-be 
experts, who are legion. 

The first, which came some weeks ago from 
a world congress of scientists, was to the effect 
that population was increasing so rapidly that 
there would not be enough food to go around in 
another fifty years or so — unless, of course, we 
arc mercifully spared through the intervention 
of an atomic war which would rid us of our sur- 
plus population. 

' The second report was from the United States 
Secretary of Agriculture, and it came only last 
Thursday. He said that the United States might 
not even be able to feed its own people by 1975, 
if present population trends and wastage of soil 
and forests continue. 

Now, for our local experts. The Socialists 
have been preaching for years that there is 
enough for everybody, and have basetl a whole 
political theory on it. From these reports, it is 
apparent that there isn't going to be enough for 
everybody. The experts at the world congress 
say that the science-fiction dream of capsule 
foods just isn't practical. 

Is socialism then to become a policy whose 
net result will be to "share the misery" rather 
than to "share the wealth?'' It appears that the

local Marxists will at least have to consider the 
question. 

The exponents of capitalism cannot sit back 
and rub their hands with glee, either. Capital- 
ism only prospers — really prospers, that is — in 
an expanding market. And when population 
reaches the saturation point, it is bound to level 
off simply because the weakest under a capital- 
ist economy would probably starve. A man start- 
ing a new business could only get customers at 
the expense of a business already established. 
The market, like the population, would level off. 
And competitive buying would make today's in- 
flation look like a penny-ante stuff. 

Canada's Dr. Brock Chisholm, always ready 
with a quotable — and provocative — Answer 
to most questions, says that the answer is birth 
control — now. The Varsity, which ran nn editor- 
ial on birth control two years ago, and dodged 
stones for months, hesitates to go through it all 
again. But it is obvious that there must bo some 
solution to the problem. 

So far, Dr. Brock Chisholm has offered the 
only one that would resolve the difficulty but 
neglected to point out a good way of convincing 
people that birth control is desirable, let alone 
necessary. In the meantime, the local experts 
arc lid doubt already busy composing their own 
forthright programs for a world otherwise doom- 
ed. 



ilie magic of tanglewood

To those people who have been 
fortunate enough to visit Tangle- 
wood for any length of time, It Is 
apparent that there are really two 
Worlds of music there. The first is 
the exterior one, the beautiful one 
that first draws a person to the 
place. It is the world of beautiful 
surroundings and. of the concert in 
its finished form. The other world, 
the world from which the Magic of 
Tanglewood really emanates, Is that 
of formation, moulding and study. 
This is the sphere in which the few 
hundred lucky students who attend 
the Berkshire Music Centre live. It 
is a world so very different from 
the exterior one that few visitors 
would believe It possible, yet it 
takes only a few hours of time 
spent with these students for one 
to realize that the difference Is 
strikingly real. 

For those of my readers who 
would like to know what I am talk 
ing about, perhaps a brief descrip- 
tion of the better known Tangle 
wood will be helpful. In the past 
few years, it has become the Mecca 
of the musical world for six weeks 
during the months of July and Aug- 
ust It is an estate of some two 
hundred acres in Lenox, Mass. in 
tho Berkshire mountains. Its prior 
claim to fame is that of being the 
home of Nathaniel Hawthorne for 
a short porlod of that author's life 
and of being the object of his "Tan- 
jlewood Tales." This fact is usually 
pointed to with much pride and 
reverence by Tanglewood addicts 
and there have been several cere- 
monies at "The Little Red House." 
as the old home is affectionately 



known, commemorating his stay 
there. Few people know, however, 
that actually Hawthorne did not 



share their affection for the house. 
In fact, ho used to refer to it as one 
of the ugliest and most uncomfort- 
able bits of red house he had ever 
had the misfortune to live in. 
Furthermore, he claimed that the 
Berkshircs were mountains he could 
live very nicely without and music 
was consigned to this same cate- 
gory! 

The false legend of the happy 
days spent by Hawthorne at Tangle- 
wood Is nonetheless readily under- 
standable. As to the comfort of the 
Little Red House, no one can testify 
since it is no longer occupied but 
the physical beauty of the estate is 
almost overwhelming. The Berk- 
shircs arc among the loveliest moun- 
tains in the East and Tanglewood 
is strategically situated to capture 
their full impact. The shadows of 
the lush vegetation on the surround- 
ing mountains cobincd with the ef- 
fect of the golden sunset on the lake 
at the foot of the estate provide an 
atmosphere so highly inspirational 
that even the most hypercritical lis- 
tener is put at ease beforo the eve- 
ning concerts begin. 

The present fame of Tanglewood 
rests on the fact that It is the home 
of the Berkshire Music Center, an 
organization initiated by Serge 
Koussevitsky in 1940 and founded 
by the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
Its original and primary purpose is 
to provide a place for the study of 
music on an advanced level under 
the guidance of the acknowledged 
masters of our day. Tho entrance 
examinations are extremely stiff 
and only those students who have 
achieved a high degree of technical 
perfection are considered. 

It is the secondary output of the 
Center which attracts the many 
thousands of spectators during the 



summer months:— the concerts given 
by the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
which has its summer home at 
Tanglewood. Those concerts have 
become increasingly popular in the 
past few years and frequently draw 
upwards of ten thousand people on 
a Saturday evening. This Is not 
surprising, considering the near- 
perfect conditions under which they 
are offered: it Is one of the nation's 
best orchestras playing in one of 
the nation's most beautiful spots 
Those who prefer concert hall con- 
ditions can sit inside the Big Shed; 
those who prefer taking their music 
under the moon and the stars can 
lay on the vast expanse of lawn 
extending beyond it. This Shed Is 
really nothing much more than a 
roof in the shape of a quarter-pie 
with a stage for the orchestra at 
the place where the point should 
be. There are no sides and no back 
to it; its proportions, on a rough 
guess, arc about 40 yards wide at 
the stage, 125 yards wide at the 
back and it is about the same dis- 
tance in length. Under this vast 
expanse of steel-girded roof, there 
arc six thousand scats but despite 
Its hugeness, the acoustics are ex- 
cellent. If tho wind is not up, one 
can sit at the very back of the lawn 
and hear very satisfactorily. Its 
shortcomings were noticed this year 
for the first time by- this reporter 
during the final movement of 
Mahler's massive "Resurrection' 
Symphony when the reverberations 
caused by 220 voices plus a full 
orchestra were rather apparent For 
most normal works It Is quite satis

The McGill Chamber Music Quar- 
tet will present a series of concerts 
through the forthcoming season. 
The concerts will be held at Moyse 
Hall this year except for the first 
one which will lake place in the 
Royal Victoria College Auditorium. 

The first concert will take place 
tonight at 8:30 p.m. Tickets will be 
on sale at the McGill Conservator- 
ium of Music at 671 Sherbrooke St, 
W. The price remains the same as 
last year— scries for students $3.00, 
single tickets 3.60. 

The Concert programme jn this 
ninth consecutive season for the 
McGill String Quartet promises un- 
usual variety in the realm of Cham- 
ber Music presenting a duo, a string 
quartet trio, string quartets, piano 
quartets, a clarinet quintet, a horn 
quintet and septet for wind and 
strings. Almost a third of the selec- 
tions offered have been rarely if 
ever performed In Montreal. They 
arc Schubert's Opus 125, No. 1, 
Shostokovich Piano Quintet, Mozart 
Horn Quintet, Handel - Halvcrsen 
duo for violin and cello, Purcell's 
suite, and the Bax Piano Quintet. 

The outstanding offering in to- 
night's concert is the Beethoven 
Septet in E flat Major, op. 20. This 
was dedicated to the Empress Maria 
Theresa and became popular im- 
mediately.

Soaring and Swishing 

To give McGill students the 
chance to feel the air swish past 
them, among the clouds and rain- 
bows, the McGill University Glid- 
ing Club was formed in 1932, after 
motor flying was found to be too 
expensive for the average student. 
Except for the war years, the glid- 
ing club has been functioning ever 
since. 

Before the war, soaring was a 
new sport In Canada and the Unit- 
ed States, and little of an out- 
standing nature was done, the ef- 
forts being of an experimental na- 
ture. Lack of proper equipment 
and of trained personnel also slow- 
ing up activities. 

After the war, however, the Glide 
Movement put on seven league 
boots, and now there are more than 
20 clubs across Canada. Some 
European Olympic glider pilots cm- 
ployed by Canadian Aircraft Com- 
panies offered their help in dif- 
ferent clubs. In this way, Zbigniev 
Zabskl, winner of tho altitude con- 
tests at the Olympic Games In 1038, 
became the chief flying instructor 
at McGill. His great cpcrlcnce and 
technical skill made him most valu- 
able to the club, and enabled him to 
fonduct over two thousand flights 
which were accomplished without a 
mishap, mostly by unexperienced 
pilots. 

Many members of the club grad- 
uated from ,McGill last year, and 
the club therefore suffered a larjo 
blow. However the interest which 
was there has not been Inst and 
the McGill University Club is start- 
ing the year with renewed and en- 
larged plans. The club aims to in- 
troduce to its members, one of the 
most important of technical fields- 
Aeronautics. Gliding has finally 
come into its own as a popular 
sport, and the university clubs in 
Canada Intend to hold their first 
competition in the near future. 

The flying Instructions will in- 
clude training in navigation, mete- 
orology, and a general approach of 
the art of gliding which will enable 
the student to acquire first class 
control of the machine. 

Now that it has been considered 
as a sport by the Olympic Games 
Committee, It is hoped that through 
university training. Canada will be 
able to enter a strong gliding team 
in the next international competi- 
tion. <

Music This Week

Two orchestras opened the mu- 
sical season last week, the Orches- 
tra of Les Concerts Symphoniques 
and the National Orchestra of 
France. To say that the style of 
playing of these two orchestras is 
as different as the music of a 
Strauss and Bach would be an un- 
derstatement. The orchestra of 
Paris, which did not play during 
the war, docs not seem to have suf- 
fered for the interval. Certainly its 
playing Is of the same standard as 
that of any of the belter American 
orchestras, while Montreal's group 
which was giving concerts through- 
out the duration, might perhaps 
benefit from a long period of rest. 

The programme for the opening 
concert was particularly poorly 
chosen for the heavy, unwieldy 
playing so peculiar to Montreal 
orchestras. The concert opened with 
a Mozart Overture and continued 
through a Handel Concerto Grosso 
These cheery works were designat- 
ed moribund performances. 

In direct contrast to these was the 
light-hearted, spritely playing by 
tho Paris orchestra of Ravel's Tom- 
beau de Couperin, and the exhilar- 
ating performance of the waltz 
movement of the Berlioz Symphonie 
Fantastique. The oboe solo In the 
Rigaudon from the Tombeau de 
Couperin was just about the most 
exquisite solo playing ever done in 
Montreal. 

The New York Times music sec- 
tion came out at great lengths ex- 
plaining why the National Orches- 
tra is so good. While all the pre- 
mises are undoubtedly valid, the 
chief reason for the freshness of this 
orchestra's playing is the fact that 
all of the players care for the music | 
and take personal delight in its per- 
formance. It is not just .another 
evening of drudgery to them.

With the Redmcn heading for 
Toronto on Saturday for a tremen- 
dously important game against their 
ancient rivals, the Varsity Blues, it 
would seem appropriate to delve 
into the records of this bitter rivalry 
and review one of the more spec- 
tacular contests. In order to en- 
courage the present edition of Red- 
men let's look over a battle in 
which McGill proved far superior. 

The scene of the action was 
Molson Stadium. The date, No- 
vember Sth, 1D38. It was a stormy 
Saturday afternoon, but never- 
theless 15,000 courageous fans 
turned out to sre these warriors 
do battle. And the loyal McGlll- 
lans who survived the rainy 
Weather were indeed rewarded as 
Doug Kerr's powerful crew 
marched to a decisive 23-2 victory. 
The triumph was particularly 
, sweet for McGill ai it eliminated 
Toronto from the title hunt and 
kept the Reds in the ranks of the 
undefeated. It was also their 
seventh straight win. 

Great McGill Squad 
So it must now be evident that 

this was one of McGill's finest foot- 
ball teams. In fact it is a well 
known fact that this squad won the 
championship that year. But this 
owas the game they had lo win to 
■tighten their grip on first place as 
the Western Mustangs were hot on 
the trail. And they did win it, 
thereby clinching at least a tie for 
the league lead. For you see the 
schedule vas due to end the fol- 
lowing Saturday. 

There Is a' rule In the CIAU that 
goes like Ink: If a team finishes 



in second position, but has beaten 
the league leader in one of their 
two clashes, then a playoff is ne- 
cessitated, with the two clubs flght-

ing it out for league honors. Such 
a situation took place in 1938 as 
the Redmcn lost to Western on the 
final day of the season and the 
play-off game was set for the next 
week. However, McGill bounced 
back to trounce the Mustangs 9-0 in 
the post-season play-off classic and 
grab the bunting. 

STILL, IN EFFECT 
It should be noted that this rule 
is still in effect and should 
Obeck's Redmcn brat Wrstern at 
London and end up second in the 
loop standings, then history would 



repeat itself with McGill and 
Western meeting in a play-off for 
the title. 

Getting back to our football feast 
of Varsity in '38, we find that tho 
men in Red and White were forced 
to overcome a Toronto lead in the 
first few minutes. Andy Anton put 
McGill in a hole right from the 
start when he fumbled on the first 
play of the game. Varsity recov- 
ered and when an attempted field 
goal went wide, a rouge resulted 
giving the Blues a single point. 

Then followed an exchange of 
kicks in which McGill's Herbie 
Westman asserted his superiority 
as the best kicker in the league by 
■lofting one (15 yards. With Varsity 
back on their own two, Mcrificid 
made a running catch of Prince's 
punt and latcrallcd to Westman for 
an 18 yard gain, moving the ball to 
Toronto's 18. McGill was penalized 
on the next play, but Alec Hamilton 
then pitched a 25 yard pass to 
Kcefcr. Anton bucked over from 
the five and the Redmcn assumed 
a lead which they never relinquish- 
ed. Kccfer then converted and the 
; Redmen led 6-1. 

Later on in the quarter Griy of 
Toronto attempted another field 
goal, but succeeded only in garner- 
ing an additional single. The second 
quarter was scoreless with Keefer's 
35 yard dash the highlight. Half- 
time score was 6-2 for the Red- 
men.

A 40 yard forward from Mcri- 
ficid to Hamilton set no the 
second McGill major. Andy

anil then converted giving McGill 
a 12-2 margin. This was the only 
scorlng done in the third quarter. 

As the final quarter began, the 
rain was coming down in torrents. 
And so the Redmen took it into 
their heads to rain touchdowns on 
the unfortunate Blues, who sud- 
denly found themselves all wet in 
more ways than one. Westman 
started the rush by booting to the 
deadline for a point. Then came the 
play of the game. A Varsity lateral 
pass went wide and Jacobson of 
McGill kicked the ball up the field 
Anton finally rolled the ball over 
the goal-line and Robb fell on it 
for n touchdown. Hamilton's try for 
the convert was unsuccessful. 

Westman continued to haunt the 
Blues as he intercepted a Toronto 
pass and raced 45 yards to score. 
That made it 23-2 and that's the 
way it ended. The Redmen had 
completed a humiliating rout of 
their ancient rivals. 

McGill really went to town that 
wonderful day ten years ago. They 
accomplished Just what they had 
sot out to do. Kerr's Klan. as they 
were known then, succeeded in 
dniching at leait a tie for tho lead 
and knocked their arch enemies 
right out of the running. Then, of 
course, the team roared along to 
their first crown in a decade. 

Our Redmcn of 1948 have a tough 
job on their hands. They would 
like to blast Varsity just as their 
predecessors ten years before had 
done. We know the players of that 
'38 club would enjoy seeing them 
do it. So would everyone else 
around the University.

Uganda Press Curbed 
By the Legislature 

Vigorous opposition by news- 
papers of all shades of opinion in 
East Africa has been aroused by thc 
adoption without opposition and 
without criticism by the Legisla- 
ture of thc British Protectorate of 
Uganda of a censorship amendment 
bill empowering thc Government 
to insist on thc publication of ah 
official "correcting statement" in a 
case where in thc opinion of the 
Governor a false or distorted state- 
ment appears in thc press. 

Thc issue was brought to a head 
by thc publication by four African 



which originally appeared in a N'ai» 
robi Indian newspaper. The article 
was also published in pamphlet 
form, and was discussed at a mass 
meeting organized by a local poli- 
tical group known as thc "Bataka." 
which claims clan leadership of the 
Baganda tribe. As printed in the 
Nairobi Indian paper, the article 
had thc headline. "This Could Not 
Happen Here." and "None of the 
News on This Page Is Correct," but 
the Uganda African papers left 
these headings out and gave thc 
items as straight news. 

In thc Legislature it was stated 
by thc Chief Secretary that as 
grossly misleading statements had 
appeared, the Government should 
be in a position to take adequate v 
steps in the interests of the inhabit' A 
ants as a whole to insure that when " 
the public has been substantially 
and materially misled it should have 
the opportunity of learning the 
truth from thc same fourcc. The 
Government would not consider 
using the powers conferred by tho 
bill if thc newspaper concerned was 
prepared to publish thc correction 
voluntarily.

State Department Publishes 
Record for 1932 Showing 
Stand Against Japan 

Washington.— The continued in- 
sistence of Henry L. Stimson upon 
a strong united diplomatic front 
against Japan during the Far East- 
ern crisis with' Japan in 1931 and 
1932 when he was Secretary of 
Slate is set forth in two volumes 
ol Foreign Relations of thc United 
States for thc year 1932 published 
by the State Department tonight. 

The record is set forth in greater 
clelail than in tho many previous 
volumes and books dealing with 
the Manchurian diplomacy of that 
period. While a strong front was 
urged upon Britain. France and 
other Western nations, as well as 
on the League of Nations, thc rec- 
ord shows no proposal in 1932 'for 
tho invocation of economic or mili- 
tary sanctions against Japan. 

However, Mr. Stimson constantly 
pressed for a firm stand on behalf 
of the principle of non-recogni- 
tion of territories won by force, 
including the time laic in 1932 
when the Lytton Report was be- 
fore the League of Nations. 

Of particular interest to special- 
ists is the inclusion in the volumes 
ol the records of trans-Atlantic 
telephone conversations that Mr. 
Stimson held with Sir John Simon, 
thc then British Foreign Secretary, 
and Ramsay MacDonald, who was 
Prime Minister, in pressing his 
course. 

While thc substance of these was 
made known at thc time, thc vol- 
umes give thorn in full for thc 
first time, as they were recorded 
by stenographers. 
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University
